The Soviet desire to inhibit Western knowledge of Soviet 
Civil Defense activities is highlighted by the incident 
reported in the attached message. Colonel Scott, who wrote 
the message after visiting the USSR, served twice as Air 
Attache to Moscow, most recently during 1970-1972. He has 
maintained contact with members of the Soviet strategic 
military community for over twenty years. I believe you 
will agree that the vigorous Soviet reaction to all refer- 
ences to Civil Defense activities is an indicator that they 
believe their Civil Defense efforts constitutes a sigmfi 
cant strategic program.
